A couple who graduated from 
Grayling High School made a 
donation to give the school’s 
weight project a final boost to 
meet their fund raising goal. 

Phyllis and Roger Kesseler 
donated $50,000 towards the 
high school weight room and 
physical fitness center, helping 
the school meet its goal to raise 
$100,000 for the addition. 

Phyllis Kesseler graduated 
from Grayling High School in 
1951, while Roger Kesseler was 
a member of the 1954 graduat- 
ing class. 

Kesseler is a retired con- 
troller and vice president for 
Dow Chemical Company, hav- 
ing worked for the company for 
38 years, The Kesselers donated 
some Dow Chemical stock to 
the school district. The district 
netted $50,815.45 when the 
stock was sold last month. 

“It was a good day in the mar- 
ket,” Roger Kesseler said.

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School budget cuts 
prompt staff layoffs

Crawford AuSable School 
District officials have issued 
pink slips to 30 employees as 
they begin addressing staffing 
and budget cuts for the next 
school year. 

Under terms of the employee 
contracts, the district is mandat- 
ed to inform staff if their posi- 
tions are being changed or elim- 
inated 90 days prior to the end of 
the school year, 

Kerri O’ Rourke, a fourth 
grade teacher at the Grayling 
Elementary School, was 
informed that her position was 
being eliminated since there will 
be only five fourth grade class- 
rooms next year instead of the 
six classrooms this year. 

Cynthia Powers, a reading 
instructor at the Grayling Middle 
School, was informed that her 
position was also being cut. She 
is the wife of Crawford AuSable 
School District Superintendent 
Joe Powers. 

Sally Voorhees, a first-year 
special education teacher at 
Grayling High School, was 
informed that she will be laid 
off. Rhonda Metzer, a special 
education teacher: at Grayling 
Middle School, wiil be transfer- 
ring to the high school to take 
over Voorhees’ classroom. 

Ellen Thompson was informed 
that her position was being cut 
down to part-time. Thompson 
will no longer serve as a teacher 


coach, a consultant for other . 


teachers in the district, and will 
instead serve as a_ reading 
instructor. 4 


Three secretaries for the 


school district were issued layoff 
notices, but will be called back 
due to a retirement that was 
recently announced, said Mike 
Dunckel, the business manager 
for the’ Crawford AuSable 
Schoo! District. 

Twelve paraprofessiondls who 
work at the AuSabie Primary 
School were informed that their 
positions were being changed. 
One paraprofessional position is 
being eliminated, while 11 posi- 
tions are being cut from being in 
the classroom from seven to just 
four hours a day. 

Finally, 11 food services 
employees were issued layoff 
notices, 

The Crawford AuSable School 
District board is considering 
eliminating one food service 
position and cutting the hours for 
other employees, Joe Powers 
said. The board is considering a 
proposal where food would be 
prepared at the high school and 
then shipped to the middle 
school in hot boxes, Joe Powers 
said the staff cuts are being made 
due to declining enrollment, 
increased operational costs and 
cuts in state funding. The food 
service employees would make 
bids for the available jobs based 
on their seniority with the dis- 
trict. 

The school district is anticipat- 
ing a cut of $225,000 in state 
funding for the current school 
year. School officials are plan- 
ning for. a $1 million deficit for 
the next school year. 

“The state’s inability to fund 
schools is at the root of our diffi- 
culty and for every other school 
in the state,” Powers said. 


Property deal nears 
for wood pellet plant

Plans for the development of a 
$45 million wood pellet manu- 
facturing mill, which will be 
located on the site of a former 
City of Grayling dump, are gath- 
éring steam. ; 

Cascade Management and 
Development LLC, an Ann 
Arbor-based company, is in the 
process of purchasing 55 acres 
from the City of Grayling for 
construction of a wood pellet 
mill. The property is located in 
the Grayling Industriat Park. 

Last month, Rebecca 
Humphries, the director of the 
Michigan Department of Natural 
Resources, signed an agreement 
removing a reverter clause from 
the deed for the property. The 
land, which was foreclosed on 
by the state in 1932 for the non- 
payment of taxes, was deeded to 
the city in 1963 to be used as a 
garbage dump. The dump was 
used for about 10 years, The 
reverter clause was placed on the 
deed, saying the ownership 
would go back to the state if the 
property was used for non-public 
use. 


Chuck Sanch, the chairman 
and CEO for Cascade 
Management and Development 
LLC, said the company hopes to 
begin construction in July and be 
in production by December. The 
firm plans to hire 70 employees, 
with plans to expand the work- 
force with up to 200 people 
when expansions are completed. 

“We feel that we can slip right 
in and be a great neighbor to the 
people that are already there and 
be a great asset to the communi- 
ty,” Sanch said. 


Sanch, who has extensive: 
background in construction and - 


real development, said the com- 
pany is working with representa- 
tives familiar with the forest 


products industry. The company. 


would harvest trees withing a 50 
to 70 mile radius of Grayling. 
Heating with wood pellet heat- 
ing stoves is popular in Sweden, 
Denmark, Austria and Finland, 
according to the Pellet Fuels 
Institute, and is becoming a pop- 


ular form of heating in the 


United States.

“Everything costs more than it 
did years ago,” said Bruce 
Patrick, chairman of the Grayling 
Fish Steering Committee.

day functioning of the Hatchery, 
and they are in a position to hire 
students to man the operating, 
while the Steering Committee 
cannot do that,” Patrick said. 

Justin Andre, eductive director 
of GRA, told the Steering 
Committee that the recent 
increase in the minimum wage 
will result in a 35 percent 
increase in labor costs this sum- 
mer. Andre projected a loss of 
several thousand dollars if the 
admission fee was not raised. 
The Steering Committee worked 
in conjunction with GRA to 
establish the new fees. 

Hatchery officials will also 
begin to charge an admission fee 
for youngsters going to the chil- 
dren’s fish pond on the hatchery 
grounds. 

“We have seen a fair amount of 
abuse of the system with people 
saying they are only going to the 


children’s fishing pond, but are 
then using the hatchery facilities 
the same way as those who have 
paid admission,” Patrick said. 
“That’s not fair and it’s just one 
more example of how a few peo- 
ple can ruin a good ting: for 
everyone.” 

Kids will still be able to keep 
the fish that they catch in the 
pond, if they wish, at no cost. 

“We usnally put around 1,000 
bluegill in the pond over the 
summer,” Patrick said. “This pro- 
vides a lot of fun for a lot of kids. 

Patrick said it cost over $1,500 
to stock the pond, with funds 
coming from the Grayling Fish 
Hatchery Steering Committee 
and donations from local busi- 
nesses and organizations. 

A few dedicated volunteers 
spend about three hours a week 
at the pond, assisting children as 
they hone their fishing skills.

Missouri and Utah, and now 
possibly Michigan. New Mexico 
Democrats will hold presidential 
caucuses on that date, and West 
Virginia Republicans plan their 
state nominating convention 
then. 


According to a report by — 


Associated Press, at least 15 
other states are actively consid- 
ering moving to Feb. 5, too, 
including biggies Florida, 
Illinois, New Jersey, New York 
and Texas. 

If this scenario plays out, Feb. 
5 will be the closest thing yet to 
a national presidential primary 
and Feb. 5 will become a vital 
date for all then-remaining pres- 
idential hopefuls. It will far out- 
shine Iowa, New Hampshire, 
Nevada and South Carolina, 


individually or all together, in 
genuine meaning.

EXPERIENCE WITH presi- 
dential primaries in Michigan 
has not always been politically 
pleasant. 

In 1972, when Republican 
President Richard Nixon was 
seeking reelection, Alabama 
Gov. George Wallace won the 
Michigan Democratic primary, 
embarrassing Michigan 
Democrats, who blamed 
Republican crossovers. 

In 2000, Nevada Sen. John 
McCain won the Republican pri- 
mary, to the chagrin of Gov. 
John Engler and the Michigan 
Republican hierarchy, who had 
promised the state to Texas Gov.

A long overdue honor ‘oi the Tuskegee Airmen 


The Tuskegee Airmen were 
récently’ ‘honored ° with 
Congressional Gold: Medal in a 
moving ceremony in the U.S. 
Capitol. More than 350 Airmen 
from across the country, includ- 
ing many from Michigan, were 
in Washington tq receive 
Congress’ highest honor for their 
heroism in fighting for our coun- 
try abroad during World War I 
while challenging bigotry and 
racism here at home. It was a 
day of heartfelt joy and gratitude 
that was long overdue. It was 
my honor to have sponsored the 
legislation that awarded the 


' Airmen the medal, along with 


Congressman Charlie Rangel of 
New York. 

The story of the Tuskegee 
Airmen began in 1941 when 
President Franklin Roosevelt 
overruled his top generals and 


. ordered the creation of an all 


black flight training program at 
Tuskegee Institute in Alabama. 
President Roosevelt did so one 
day after the NAACP filed suit 
in federal court on behalf of a 
Howard University student and 
others to force the Department 
of Defense to accept black pilot 
trainees. 

The first class of 13 cadets 
began at the Tuskegee Institute 
in July of 1941, By the time the 
last class completed its training, 
nearly 1,000 black pilots had 
graduated alongside thousands 
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of aircraft and engine mechan- 
the 


ics} ‘armament ‘specialists; con- 
trol tower operators: and” other 


" ‘personnel essential for conduct: 


ing flying operations. 

The statistics of their heroism 
are overwhelming — more than 
15,000 combat sorties, 260 
enemy aircraft destroyed, 150 
Distinguished Flying Crosses 
and Legions of Merit, and more 
than 700 Air medals and clus- 
ters. As the reputation of the 
Airmen grew, white bomber 
pilots did not just come to accept 
escorts by the Tuskegee Airmen, 
they requested the Tuskegee 
Airmen, 

But the spiritual legacy of the 
Tuskegee Airmen transcends any 
Statistics. They not only fought 
for us on the battlefield. They 
fought for our very soul as a 
nation, 

As young men, the Tuskegee 
Airmen saw something in our 
nation that drove them to defend 
it in the face of the pain inflicted 
upon them by laws promoting 
segregation and practices 
reflecting racism. They must 
have sensed that, despite the big- 
otry, this was a nation worth 
fighting for. They must have 
seen a spark of hope that this 
was a country worth dying for 
and sensed that they, in their 
courage and patriotism, could 
help that spark become a flame 
of justice.

The Smithsonian, the world’s 
largest museum and research 
complex, contains some of the 
most important artifacts of 
American history, including the 
flag that inspired Francis Scott 
Key to write the Star Spangled

home among these national trea- 
sures, reflecting the Airmen’s 
enduring place in American his- 
tory.

Proven 


Romans 5:12 reminded us that 
sin and death were brought into 
the world by Adam’s sin and fall 
in’ the Garden of — Eden. 
“Wherefore, as by one man sin 
entered into the world, and death 
by sin; and so death passed upon 
all men, for that all have sinned.” 
All have sinned in Adam. This 
truth is confirmed and further 
explained by Romans 5:13,14: 
“For until the law sin was in the 
world: but sin is not imputed 
when there is no law. 
Nevertheless death reigned from 
Adam to Moses, even over them 
that had not sinned after the 
similitude of Adam’s transgres- 
sion, who is the figure of him 
that was to come.” 

God has always saved by grace 
and ruled by law in every gener- 
ation of humans. The universali- 
ty of the sin of Adam imputed 
unto all humans throughout his- 
tory is evidence of this. As we 
saw last week, God’s universal 
flood destroying all humans 
except Noah’s family was one 
proof of the universality of sin 
before the law of Moses. The 
continuing death of infants 
proves the imputation of Adam’s 
sin on all humans. Otherwise, 
why do babies die who have 


committed no personal sin? 
Adam’s sin and fall corrupted all 
of non-human creation as well. 
(Romans 8:20-23), 

All of us have sinned in Adam 
and therefore Adam’s sin is 
imputed to us. It may.be said that 
we sinned in Adam the same way 
Levi paid tithes through 
Abraham to Melchisedec while 
being yet unborn. Hebrews 
7:9,10: “9And as [ may so say, 
Levi also, who receiveth tithes, 
payed tithes in Abraham. 10For 
he was yet in the loins of his 
father, when Melchisedec met 
him.” We also sinned in Adam 
in that he represented all of us as 
God’s appoint head of the human 
race. God visits the iniquities of 
the fathers upon the children. 
(Exo. 20:5; 34:7; Num, 14:48). 

Not only does the universality 
of sin prove the imputation of 
Adam’s sin, but also the univer- 
sality of death as stated in 
Romans 5:14: “Nevertheless 
death reigned from: Adam to 
Moses, even over them that had 
not sinned after the similitude of 
Adam’s transgression, who ts the 
figure of him that was to come.” 
Universal death is the penal evil 
of Adam’s sin imputed upon us 
resulting in death. Only Adam 
and Eve disobeyed God by eating 
of the forbidden tree in the midst 
of the Garden of Eden. But 
death still reigns upon al] human

While all of us have a sin 
nature from Adam, and all of us 
have practiced sin in some way, 
yet our personal sin nature and 
practice is not that which brings 
God's judicial condemnation 
upon us.

There are but two families upon 
the face of the earth those born of 
the seed of Adam and those born- 
again into Christ Jesus through 
faith in the seed of God’s Word. 
(1 Pet. 1:23). 

This is why Jesus told 
Nicodemus in John 3:3-7 that, 
“Except a man be born again, he 
cannot see the kingdom of God.” 
Jesus said, “6That which is born 
of the flesh is flesh; and that 
which is born of the Spirit is spir- 
it.” Being born of Adam’s flesh 
is not enough; we must be born- 
again of God. Pastor “B”

Dredging approved for AuSable River 


The USS. House of 
Representatives recently passed 
the | Waters Resources 
Development Act. 
,,,fongressman Bart Stupak, D- 
‘Menominee, said that the meas- 
ure includes a number of impor- 
tant northern Michigan dredging 
projects. Dredging involves dig- 


ging out the bottom of a river, 


lake or harbor to provide the safe 
passage for ships and freighters. 

The Waters Resources bill 
includes provisions authorizing 
the Corps to dredge a portion of 
the AuSable River at the mouth 
of the river where it enters Lake 
Huron in Oscoda County that is 
important to local businesses. 

“Without dredging the 
AuSable River, boaters would 
have trouble accessing the river 
without risking severe damage to 
their boats,” Stupak said. “This 
would be detrimental to local 
marinas, restaurants and other 
businesses that rely on boating 
traffic for customers,” 


As part of the bill, the House 
also adopted an amendment that 
Stupak authored, aimed at cor- 
recting an Administration policy 
for harbor dredging that discrim- 
inates against smaller cities and 
towns. 

“The legislation that we passed 
today instructs the U.S. Army 
Corps of Engineers to complete a 
number of critically important 
northern Michigan projects,” 
Stupak said. “These projects are 
vital to the economic viability of 
northern Michigan communities 
and industry. The legislation also 
makes important strides towards 
protecting our Great Lakes.” 

The Stupak amendment, which 
was co-sponsored by 
Congressman Pete Hoekstra (R- 
Holland) and Congressman Bill 
Dalahunt, (D-MA), would pro- 
hibit the U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers from using a tonnage- 
based standard for determining 
which harbors to dredge. The 
tonnage based standard meant 


the U.S. Army Corps considered 
the amount of freight that went 
through a harbor or port while 
contemplating a dredging proj- 
ect. 

“The Administration tonnage- 
based standard is unfairly biased 
against rural. communities and 
harbors,” Stupak said. “Not only 
does the policy hurt small-town 


America, but it is penny-wise . 


and pound foolish. Two-thirds of 
all shipping in the United States 
either starts or finishes at small 
ports. By ignoring the needs of 
theses communities, the Corps is 
also significantly harming the 


' nation’s economy. 


“Stupak noted that northern 
Michigan harbors are hit hard by 
the Corps’ unfair tonnage rules. 


“Harbors like Ontonagon, 
Cheboygan, Grand Marais, 
Keweenaw Waterway, 


Menominee, Marquette, Tawas 
Bay, Whitefish Point and 
Petoskey lose out under the 
Corps’ tonnage guidelines,” 


Veterans groups continue outreach 
programs despite rising costs

For the past seven years, the 
American Legion received a con- 
sistent flow of money from the 
state but faces an increase in 
expenses. 

But the lack of money won’t 
keep it from continuing its out- 
reach services, said Pat Lafferty, 
state adjutant for the American 
Legion in Michigan. 

“We are: very grateful that the 
state hasn’t cut our budget and 
grants, but we could use a little 
boost to help ease the financial 
burden of traveling costs,” he 
said 

Lafferty said the American 
Legion and 10 other veteran 
groups received a combined $3.9 
million from the state this year. 

Members of the American 
Legion, with 467 posts through- 
out the state, travel to events like 
job fairs, parades and reunions to 
help veterans sign up for benefits 
and file claims. 

John Nelson, director of the 
American Legion in Michigan, 
said a top priority is getting in 
touch with veterans as they come 
home from duty in Iraq and 
Afghanistan. 

“It’s imperative that we reach 
these returning soldiers so they 


can immediately begin to receive 
their benefits,” he said. 

Lafferty agreed and said, “You 
wouldn’t believe the number. of 
veterans who don’t know about 
the benefits they can receive.” 

Lafferty said the US. 
Department of Veterans Affairs 
(VA) office in Detroit is bogged 
down in claims and strapped for 
both money and staff. 

According to a recent depart- 
ment workload report, the Detroit 
office has more than 19,000 
claims pending. 

“It’s our job to help out and get 
veterans the care they are entitled 
to,” he said, 

Lafferty said the VA was 
undergoing major restructuring 
before the start of the Iraq and 
Afghanistan wars,

“They didn’t plan on a war 
beginning, and now they aren’t 
equipped to handle the influx of 
veterans and claims,” he added. 

The Michigan American 
Legion is working with Sen.

the horizon for anglers and hunters

In an effort to offset potential 
budget cuts to the Department of 
Natural Resources (DNR), some 
Jawmakers are ‘pushing for more 
expensive hunting and fishing 
licenses. 

Under the proposal, basic 
license fees would increase to 
$16.25 in 2008, $17.50 in 2009, 
$18.75 in 2010 and $20 in 2011. 

“If we don't get a licensing 
package, we'll be looking at cuts 
up to $8 million next fiscal year, 
and that would grow to $40 mil- 
lion by 2010,” said Rebecca 
Humphries, director of the DNR. 

License prices, last raised in 


- 1996, haven't kept up with infla- 


tion, and the department's share of 
general tax revenue has been 
declining, she said.: 

Budget cuts could lead to lay- 
offs for conservation officers and 
other staff and less money for fish 
and wildlife habitat programs, 
Humphries said, 

Ben Pfefferle, president of the 
Mason County Fin and Feather 
Club, said he supports higher fees 
because budget cuts would 
increase the workload for already 
overworked DNR conservation 
officers, 

» “They just keep squeezing more 
and more and expanding their 


duties,” Pfefferle said.

The old building on East 
Robinson Lake Road in 
Roscommon looks out of date, but 
inside-are some of the latest inno- 
vations in preventing and fighting 
forest fires. 

The Forest Fire Experiment 
Station (FFES) was built in 1929 
as a firefighting think tank, The 
technology has radically changed _ 
in nearly 80 years, but the purpose, 
remains ‘the same, said. Kirk 
Bradley, who leads the research 
team, . 

Inside is the Roscommon 
Equipment Center, which is the 
unit that researches and produces 
modified fire vehicles and equip- 
ment. 

“We develop new equipment to 
prevent forest fires,” Bradley said. 
"We've been doing it for quite a 
while." 

For example, the center takes in 
stripped-down tractors and off- 
road vehicles with only a driver's 
seat, and then modifies them to 
meet firefighting needs, said Scott 
Heather, the state wildfire supervi-

IVE etal 
Roofing 


www.metal-shingles.com 


Roscommon, Ml 


for Michigan residents. 

Keith Charters, chair of the 
Natural Resources Commission, 
said the increase would bring 
Michigan's fees closer to those in 
other states, 

According to DNR, Minnesota, 
for example, charges $27 for basic 
hunting licenses while Wisconsin 
and Indiana each charge $24, 

The fee increase is one way to 
address the DNR's declining rev- 
enue needs, said Rep. Matt 
Gillard, D-Alpena, who supports 
the change. 

“TY think it's a reasonable com- 
promise for the solution,” he said 

The proposal also would lower 
the 60 percent senior discount to 
40 percent by reducing it by 5 per- 
cent annually for four years. 

Humphries said: “As the major- 
ity of our baby boomers age, we're 
going to have the majority of our 
hunters on that senior level in the 
next decade or so. And we can't 
afford to have the majority of our 
license buyers getting that 60 per- 
cent discount.” 

According to the DNR, the 
average hunter in Michigan is 43 
years old, 

When the DNR began giving ¢ a 
senior discount, the Legislature 
agreed to make up the lost rev- 
enue, Humphries said, but her 
department hasn't received that 
money for several years. 

The increase also would help 
make up for the declining number 


of hunters in the state, said Jason 
Dinsmore, resource policy spe- 
cialist at Michigan United 
Conservation Clubs. 

“It's a national trend and it's 
affecting Michigan,” he said. 

According to DNR, there were 
2,141,394 hunting and 1,295,43 
fishing licenses sold in 2006, gen- 
erating $49.9 million, up from $48 
million in 2005. 

While that was a revenue 
increase from 2005, which Mary 


Dettloff, press secretary for the: 


DNR, attributes to lowering of the 
hunting age, she said that licenses 
issued is dropping about | percent 
a year. 

Bob Keith, club manager of the 
Tri-County Sportsmen's League in 
Saline, said raising license fees is 
not the solution to the DNR's 
dwindling revenue. 

“I can see an increase, but not as 
steep as they're proposing,” he 
said. “I would like seniors to be 
able to hunt for free because 
they've paid their dues.” 
~ Keith said he would like to see 
the DNR tackle its budget trouble 
by charging bird watchers and hik- 
ers a user fee. 

“There are other ways than dou- 
bling the license fees” for fishing 
and hunting, he said. 

Limited access to hunting land 
could be one reason for the lower 
numbers of hunters in the state, 
said Rob Southwick, president of 
Southwick Associates, a Florida

sor,” 

"They are constantly looking at 
how to make things better," 
Heather said. 

One such innovation is a bull- 
dozer with a specially designed 
plow on the back, he said. The 
bulldozer can navigate through 
forests and create 6-foot dirt walls, 
called firebreaks, to slow down or 
guide the blaze. 

"This model is widely known," 
Heather said. ‘The! FFES has been 
providing these vehicles to other 
states for more than 30 years. 

The equipment center also 
receives requests from. other 
regions, he continued. For exam- 
ple, 15 years ago, loggers in 
Maine needed a way to quickly 
combat small fires. The FFES cre- 
ated a tank-and-pump system that 
could move quickly and dispense 
water. Many loggers still use it 
today. 

The station's newest invention is 
a small, off-road vehicle that holds 
a water tank big enough to put out 
a small fire, Heather said. 

The biggest challenge was hav- 
ing a large tank that wouldn't

impede its off-road capability or 
block the driver's visibility, he 
said. 

Now is the most dangerous time 
for forest fires, said Carol Nilsson, 
fire information officer at Huron- 
Manistee National Forest, head- 
quartered in Cadillac. The fire sea- 
son is usually April and May, she 
said. 

“As the temperature rises, the 
fire danger goes up," Nilsson said, 

The FFES. hasn't had much 
chance to use its equipment yet in 
Michigan this season, she said. 
"It's been fairly quiet this year, a 
lot of small fires." 

Heather said that doesn't mean 


the FFES is sitting still. It is cur-’ 


rently working on a flamethrower 
that would hold 50 to 60 gallons of 
flammable gel. 

The gel would burn longer than 
traditional fuel and cling to the 
surrounding area, he said, 

A flamethrower might sound 
counterproductive, but it will 
allow firefighters to burn pre- 
scribed areas for fertilization rea- 
sons and it will also heip stop fires 
using a burnout technique, 
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company that tracks the business 
side of hunting and fishing. 

Land is being developed for 
commercial purposes, which can 
force people to travel further and 
invest more time to hunt, he said. 

“There could be less opportuni- 
ty for people to get out there,” 
Southwick said. 

And while many states-includ- 
ing Florida, which is currently try- 
ing to raise its hunting and fishing 
license fees-adjust their fees every 
eight to 10 years, some generate 
revenue differently. 

Missouri, for example, allocates 
one-eighth of every cent collected 
from sales tax for its natural 
resources department, Southwick 
said. 

The Michigan legislation would 
also lower the age requirement for 
fishing licenses from 17 to 16. 

Lowering the age could increase 
the number of fishing licenses 
issued in the state, Dettloff said. 
For every fishing license sold, the 
federal government gives DNR 
$8.18, and each hunting license 


. generates $9 in federal payments. 


But James Bedford, president of 
the Lansing chapter of Trout 
Unlimited, questions whether , or 
not the change would help recruit 
more anglers. 

“Maybe that would be a deter- 
rent to buying the license,” he 
said. “Teenagers have a lot of

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Watch on for invading wasps

Michigan foresters are bracing 
for an invasion of tree-killing 
wasps. 

Roger Mech, a forest health 
specialist with the Department of 
Natural Resources (DNR), said 
his department has been tracking 
the threat of the European wood, 
or sirex wasp for a couple of 
years, 

The wood wasp, which poses no 
threat to humans, was recently 
found in New York and Ontario 
and is probably just “across the 
lake” from Michigan right now, 
said Mech. 

“Once we know where the 
insect is, we can devise a plan of

attack,” he added. 

Mech said the wood wasp tar- 
gets the red, jack and scotch pine. 
Iv also appears to prefer “stressed” 
trees, but will attack healthy trees 
as its population grows. 

The pines, along with other 
softwood trees such as spruce-fir 
and northern white cedar, account 
for 25 percent of the state’s forest 
population, according to the DNR. 

One method for detection of the 
wood wasp is the “cooperative 
trapping effort,” which intention- 
ally stresses pines with an herbi- 
cide in the hope they’ll attract the 
wasps, Mech said. 

The stressed tree can then be 
observed to determine whether the 
wasp has arrived in Michigan.

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Jean Perkins, a silviculturist for 
the Hiawatha National Forest in 
the Upper Peninsula said trees die 
when the female wood wasp 
deposits her eggs in the tree along 
with a mucus and fungus that 
weakens the bark to feed the lar- 
vae. 

Perkins said that although the 
wood wasp hasn't established a 
major population in North 
America yet, the insect is highly 
damaging to the trees. 

The Forest, Mineral and Fire 
Management Division of the DNR 
said the wood wasp can cause up 
to an 80 percent mortality rate in 
the trees it infects. 

The wood wasp is native to 
Europe, Asia and Northern Africa
